b. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 25, 47, 125, 128, 71, 108. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (b) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

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prior art of record fails to teach a reformate inlet layer, and a reformate outlet layer such 
that the inlet layer comprises a manifold located at an outer edge of the layer, a flow 
passage, and a flow distribution region, wherein the inlet reformate manifold allows for 
entry of a reformate process fluid into the inlet reformate process fluid flow passage for 
the inward flow of reformate process fluid towards the inlet flow distribution region and 
into the centrally located reformation cavity; and wherein the reformate outlet 
component layer comprises a reformate outlet manifold located at an outer edge of the 
layer, an outlet flow passage and an outlet distribution region, wherein the outlet 
reformate process fluid flow passage allows for the outward flow of reformate process 
fluid from the centrally located reformation cavity to the reformate outlet manifold. The 
prior art inlets and outlets are part of one layer and not part of two separate layers as 
instantly claimed.
